FOR 2ND KAISER PUNT 
Firm In 
Bristol 
Expands

The Kaiser Metal Prod­ 
ucts Plant No. I on Rad­ 
cliffe St., Bristol, has been 
bought by the Purex Cor­ 
poration for $900,000. 


The new owners are expected 
to move in during the fall. The 
site is next to the Purex Corpora­ 
tion's present plant. 


This news. first announced in 
the Courier-Times last week, was 
confirmed today in a statement 
issued by Frank Binswanger Jr., 
president of the Binswanger Cor­ 
poration which handled the sale. 


On Thursday, a spokesman for 
Consolidated Cigar Corporation of 
New York confirmed that his 
company had bought Kaiser's Can­ 
berra plant, situated just across 
the road from plant No. I. 


Also Reported Sold 


Today’s 
announcement 
leaves 
only the fate of the Kaiser Fleet- 
wing’s plant on Beaver Dam Road 
unsettled, but it is reliably re­ 
ported that it has been bought 
by Keystone Electric Co., of Phila­ 
delphia. 


The sale to Purex includes the 
235.000 square foot building and 
an additional 30-acre stretch of 
ground fronting the Delaware Riv­ 
er. 


The new site will be used by 
the company in a major expan­ 
sion of distribution activities in 
this area, and it is expected that 
"employment in the new build­ 
ing will be substantial.” Just how 
many jobs will be available is 
not yet clear. 


John M. Rodgers, chairman of 
the B r i s t o l Industrial Growth 
Committee, today said that the 
committee had not yet discussed 
employment with the Purex Cor­ 
poration, but hopes to do so soon.

Although one of the cold stor­ 
age rooms rented by the county 
Food Surplus has gone on the 
blink, some 10,000 indigent souls 
will continue to receive assistance. 


William T. Mullin, director of 
Surplus Foods, asked the com 
missioners for funds to purchase 
a new refrigeration unit yester 
day and was given the green 
light. 
Mullin told the commissioners 
that the unit, located in one of 
the two storage rooms, needed to 
be replaced, if the county were 
to continue full scale distribution 
of the packaged food goods. The 
food is supplied to the county by 
the federal government for dis­ 
tribution to families of unemploy­ 
ed workers and persons no longer 
able to support themselves.
